Poisoned Bullets. 

According to the Troy Whig the United 
States Government is engaged in manufac- 
turing poisoned ballets. This is what the 
Whig say 8: 

'We have before as some specimens of the 
Minie bullets now produced at the United 
States Arsenals. One of them is made 
fatally poisonous by the washing of the in- 
dental portion with a solution of copper. — 
Another is tbe Minie ball in three sections. 
Tbe heavy part is the pointed or forward 
end — this is evidently intended to penetrate 
further. Next to this is a washer of zinc. 
Behind this comes tbe butt, with the cylin- 
der, on which are joined the three sections 
of the ballet. Suppose a man to be struck 
by one of tbe bullets, the surgeon, on probing 
tbe wound, would be apt to gat at the light 
butt and cylinder. The zinc washer would 
still remain causing inflammation and death . 
Should the victim survive the extraction of 
the cylinder and washer, a third operation 
would still remain for the heavy part of the 
bullet.' 

Can cruelty be more refined? The scalp- 
ing process is a benign institution in com- 
parison to this atrocity.

Drafting and Volunteering . — The Ad - 
ministration press is beginning to find out 
that there is more relitnce to be placed upon 
volunteers than upon the draft, as will be 
seiin by the following from tbe Springfield 
(NIass ) Republic tn: 

"The datly reports of the results of the 
draft throughout the country produce the 
general impression that it is a failure; that 
it will not add materially to the strength of 
our armies, and that it will cost more than 
it is worth. This is not absolutely true, but 
it must be confessed it is too close an ap- 
proximation to the truth to be contemplated 
with satisfaction. Evidently the Govern- 
ment will not get one-fourth the number 
dr ifted, counting in the substitutes. Making 
due allowance for the States exempted from 
the draft, and the whole num her actually 
drawn will not ba over three hundred thou- 
sand. One fourth of this number will ba 
seventy-five thousand. But many of tha 
conscripts, as well as substitutes, will make 
their escape, and the War Department would 
undoubtedly jump nt the chance to exchange 
the whole lot for fifty thousand, or even 
forty thousand volunteers. If the President

Latest Ordeb from General Bcbnside* 
— On yesterday we were handed for publi- 
cation General Btirnside's latest order, is- 
sued the day preceding his departure from 
Camp Nelson, on his march toward East 
Tennessee. 

Headquarters Abut or the Ohio,) 
Camp Nelson, August 14, 1S63. ) 
General Orders No. 2J 

I. The General commanding calls upon 
all members of his command to remember 
that the present campaign takes them 
through a friendly territory, and that hu- 
manity and the best interests of the services 
require that tbe peaceable inhabitants be 
treated with kindness, and that every pro- 
tection be given by the soldiers to thetn and 
to their property. 

II. Officers will enforce the strictest dis- 
cipline to prevent straggling, any ill-treat- 
ment of citizens, depredations or willful de- 
struction of private property; and each offi 
cer will be held strictly responsible for of- 
fenses of such nature, committed by men 
under bis command. 

III. No prisoners will be liberated on pa- 
role, but will be conducted under guard to 
the authorities appointed to receive them. 

IV. It must also be distinctly understood 
that this war is conducted for national ob- 
jects, and that any desire which may exist 
on the part of soldiers to avenge their pri- 
vate wrongs must yield to a proper observ- 
ance of the well established usages of civil- 
ized warfare. 

V. Prisoners of war, particularly the 
wounded, will be treated with every consid- 
eration consistent with their safe keeping, 
and any ill-treatment or insults offered to 
them will be severely punished. 

VI. Whenever regimen'al evening dress

Why ia the Draft Neoessabv? — 'In the 
winter of 1862, Mr. Fessenden, Republican 
Senator lrom Maine, in a speech in the 
Senate, raid: 

"In every State of the Union there are 
men who are paid from mouth to month, 
not called into the fiald absolutely, for the 
reason that the Government has no occasion 
to use them, and yet no step is taken to dis- 
band these men. Why not dijband them, 
if they are not wanted? We have 250,000 
more than we ever intended to have. It is 
extravagance of the most wanton kind. I 
offered a proposition to stop all enlist- 
ments." 

Senator Wilson, of Massachusetts, said: 
"I have over and over agiin been to the 
War Office, and urged upon the Department 
to stop recruiting in every part of the coun- 
try. We have had the promise that it 
should be done.' I believe we have to-day 
150,000 more men under the pay of the 
Government than we need or cao well use. 
I think the Department ought to issue pre- 
emptory orders forbidding the enlistment of 
another soldier into tbe volunteer force." 

That was before the Emancipation Proc- 
lamation was issued. They then bad more 
volunteers than they wanted. They issued 
that proclamation — volunteering ceased — 
and a forced conscription is the result!— Cin. 
Enquirer.

A Scbap of Histoby. — In these days 
when theory of "traitor" is so freely used 
by fanatics Who are quite ignorant of the* 
epithets they indulge in, it is well, some- 
times, to cool tbem with scraps from their 
party leaders.

Any portion of such 
people can, may revolutionize and may 
make their own so much of tbe territory as 
they inhabit. More than this, a majority of 
any portion of such people may revolution- 
izj, putting down a minority intermingled 
with or near about tbem, who may oppose 
their movements." 

If the above don't come pretty near «feff 
Davis' doctrine, we must confess we don't 
understand language. Yet strange as if 
may seem, it is the language of Abraham 
Lincoln, President of the United States.— 
It is an extract from a speech made by Mr. 
Lincoln in the Lower House of Congress, on 
the 10th day of January, 1848. Tbe speech 
is reported officially in the GongresiionaX 
Globe, and will be found on the 94th page 
Of the Appendix among the debates of the 
First Session of the Thirtieth Congress.—

WAR NEWU. 
The operations in Charleston Harbor are 
atill prosecuted with vigor. Fort Sumpter 
been reduced to a pile of ruins but we 
no account of its occupation by the 
Federals. It is probably untenable for 
either party. It waa reported that Fort 
Wagner was blown up, but this is contradict- 
ed. Incendiary shells, loaded with "Greek 
Fire," had been thrown into Charleston 
from a distance of five miles. The Federal 
300 pounder Parrot gun had exploded after 
firing half a dozen shots. The siege is still 
reported to be progressing favorably. 

Taking advantage of the large Federal 
force sent to New York, it is believed that 
Lee has spared reinforcements to Beauregard 
at Charleston and to Buckn er in East Ten- 
nessee. If this be true, we may soon bear 
of a battle with Burnside; but it would 
seem more likely that Burnside and Rose- 
crans will unite their forces, and that Buck, 
ner will fall back to Johnston's army, now 
composed of his forces lately operating in 
M {Mississippi and Bragg's army. Such con- 
junctions would form tremendous armies on 
both sides. 

Grant and Banks appear to be in quiet 
possession of the Mississippi river, though 
intimations are given that Banks is on the 
eve of seme important but nndivulged 
enterprise. 

Price, at the head of 25,000 men, is on 
White river, Arkansas, fifty miles from 
Little Rock, suspected to be organizing for 
the invasion of Mi ssonri. The border coun- 
ties of that State, lying contiguous to Kansas, 
are supposed to be nearly depopulated and 
subjected to ravage and desolation. 

The rebels captured five Federal vessels, 
two gunboats, one revenue cutter and two 
steamers in the Rappahannock and the 
Federals captured the rebel brig Atlantic off 
the Rio Grande loaded with Texas cotton.

Kentucky Election— Counterfeit Demo- 
crats—Frauds at the Polls— Disloyal 
Votes— How the Democrats Sutler, Ac.

To the Editor of the New York News: 

As yours is the only out and oat demo- 
cratic paper now published in the North, I 
must ask of you the favor of making known 
to the Northern Democracy the policy of 
Mr. Lincoln and his soldiers and friends 
towards Kentucky for tho last eighteen 
months. 

My purpose is two-fold: first, to caution 
the democracy, if possible, to avoid Ken- 
tucky's fate; and, second, to admonish them 
against the wiles and tricks of Kentucky 
federalists, who, under the pretence of op- 
poaition to Lincoln's policy, and the assum- 
ed name of Union democracy, have render- 
ed to abolition fanaticism and federal tyran- 
ny more aid than they have had from any 
other quarter. These same counterfeit 
democrats, but real "greenback", federals, 
will ere long seek to affiliate with the North- 
ern democracy, and thus secure place and 
power. So you may look out. 

The constitution of Kentucky declares 
•'that the people have the right to change, 
alter, reform or abolish their form of govern- 
ment, as they may think fit." It also de- 
clares that "at all times the military shall be 
subordinate to the civil authorities." Fur- 
thermore, it distiuctly says "that all elec- 
tions shall be free." 

Thisconstitation was tha work of the most j 
distinguished men of our State. Among i 
them was the Hon. Cbas. A. Wickliffe, late 
democratic candidate for Governor, aod Hon i 
James Guthrie, who was a candidate for; 
President in I860, or rather for the nomina- 
tion at Charleston. Mr. Guthrie waa the 
President of the Convention which formed 
our constitution, and thousauds to this day 
remember how boldly, in 1850, he proclaim 
ed it to be the fundamental, the supreme, 
law of Kentucky. 

Well, in 1862 the federal government 
took possession of this State. Gen. Boyle, 
an intense federalist, who in years past bad 
signalized himself in Danville at the polls 
as an opponent, zealous and bitter, of dem- 
ocrats and democracy, was appointed to the 
command of the State. He was, in effect, 
made Military Governor, as was Andrew 
Johnson in Tennessee, and Butler io Louisi- 
ana. 

In August, 1862, an election was to come 
off in the State for judicial and ministerial 
officers. The democracy had a majority of 
judges, clerks, sheriffs and other subordinate 
officers in the State. This had to bo changed, 
and the Military Governor was the man to 
do it. 

Prior to the day of the election he issued 
orders from headquarters to his subordinates 
throughout the State that no man disloyal 
to his government should ba allowed to run 
for office, and forbidding the names of such 
to be entered on the poll-books. But who 
was to judge as to the disloyalty of candi- 
dates? This, as was formally announced by 
tbe Louisville Journal, tha official organ and 
printer of tbe federal government, was to be 
determined by Geu. Boyle, the Military 
Governor. He waf, in effect, to select tbe

and, in God's name, that is enough. This 
has consummated, has finished, the woik in 
Kentucky. 

And yet (will you believe it?) the men 
who rejoice over this disgraceful transaction 
tion— who instigated it, who boast of it — 
claim to be democrats, and commend them- 
selves to the Northern democracy as co- 
i workers against federal tyrancy! 

A-od what fact do you suppose they rely 
j on to establish their right to be called dem- 
ocrats? Why. that James Guthrie— the 
president of the convention that formed the 
State constitution, which they hava disre-

Adoptei 
and Ewing Denounced 

St. Lodis, August 29.— The Democrat's 
Leaven worth's, special says the largest meet- 
ing ever held assembled last night. 

General Lane oflered a resolution, which 
was unanimously adopted, calling on all the 
loyal men on the border that can be spared 
from borne protection to assemble at Panola 
on tbe 8th of September, with such arms 
and ammunition as they can procure, to be 
organized into companies of twenty men 
each, under a captain of theit own choosiog. 
Lane spoke two hours, saying the people of 
Kansas must depend upon themselves for 
protection, and exhorting every man to be 
ready to meet at a moments notice. 

Hon. A. C. Wilder offered a resolution in 
behalf of Committee on Resolutiou, stating 
that tbe tragedy at Lawrence was directly 
chargeable to the imbecile and inefficient 
policy of tha Commander of this Depart- 
ment and demanding the immediate remov- 
al of Gen. Scofield. 

Mayor Anthony offered resolutions, that 
tbe counties of Platte, Clay, Buchanan and 
Andrew, in Missouri, be held responsible for 
any rebel outrages in Kansas, north of tbe 
river, the penalty to be the total devasta- 
tion of a line lorty miles wide, along the 
frontier. 

All the resolutions offered were unani- 
mously and enthusiastically adopted.

Execution ol Substitute Deserters a* 
Washington.

The execution of the substitute deserters, 
sentenced to tbe penalty of death in general 
orders No. 84, took place to-day. More 
than ordinary interest was exhibited io this 
execution of military law, and it is estimated 
that not less thau 25,000 persona were pres- 
ent. The ground was well selected, and 
every arraugemeut so complete that no acci- 
dent occurred to mar the solemnity of the 
proceeding. At the order to fire, thirty-six 
muskots wero discharged, and instantaneous 
death was announced by the surgeons in at- 
tendance as the result. The spectacle was 
an unusual one. Tbe Protestant, tbe Hebrew 
and the Catholic stood side by side, each 
uttering prayers for the departed souls. The 
names, ages, residences, Ac, of tbe deceased 
are as fol lows:£George Kuhna, Hanoverian, 
22 years old, (Pennsylvania) unmarried;

Greek Fire— What 13 It?— The rebel 
Gen. Beauregard protests against Gen. Gil- 
more's use of "Greek fire" against Charles- 
ton, as an outrage against humanity, un- 
worthy of civilized nations, &c. 

The name "Greek fire" is applied to a pe- I 
culiar compound of bitumen, uaptha and I 
pitch, that burns on the surface of or under 
water. It is composed largely of what the 
chemists call "arsenical alcohol," most de- 
structive io its effects, and, in the course of 
its discharge, emitting a most offensive odor. 
"Greek fire" has frequently been employed 
in European wars, but not often in modern 
times. The secret of its preparation and use 
was derived from a native of Helliopolis, 
Syria, about a thousand years ago. Origin- 
ally it was projected against the enemy on 
arrows and javelins, around which flax was 
twisted, saturated with the inflammable 
compound. It was often vomited through 
long copper tubes from the mouths of hide- 
ous figures, which were set in the prows of 
fire ships. In the holy wars of Syria and 
Egypt, the Mahommedans often used 
•Greek fire' against the Christians— and one 
of tbe chroniclers of the time describes it as 
coming through tbe air, like a winged, long- 
tailed dragon, about the thickness of a hogs- 
head, with the report of thunder and the 
velocity of lightning, producing so much 
light from the quantity of fire it threw out 
that one might see in the camp as if it had 
been day— a description not inapplicable to 
the ordinary sky rocket.— N. Y. Express.
